Reclamation Project for Next Year

AID OF DELEGATION WILL BE ENLISTED

Appropriation This Year is Too Small In Comparison to
Size of Project---Work Cannot Be Carried on Extea-
sively With Limited Means

Several weeks ango the Herakl an-
nounced that in a letler wnilten by F.
{ H. Newell, Director of the Recla.
| mation Service, to Senstor C. W. Ful.
Itua it was stated that the Klamath
Project would receive $354,000 for the
[rur 190%-00, beginning on the first day
ol June, This has not been oficially
| announesd, but ss Mr. Newell stated
this over hin own sigoature it is sale to
presame that it is correet. At the last
meeting of the Directors of the Water
Users' Association this matier came up
for discussion se did also the matier of
an allowance for nest year, ‘The
amount for this year in 0o small 1o se-
compiish much snd should have been
at least double the amount. The
directors alter some discassion arrived
at the conclugion that for the next year
there should be an sppropriation of mot
less than §750,000. Project Eagineer
Murphy was present and stated Lo the
directors that he would do the best he

could to secure this am ount.

The delegstion in Congress will be
asked to use Its inflacoce and power to
secure this allowance. Seastor Falton
will be there until sext March and he
and Congresaman Hawley can be relied
upon to put forth their efforts to seeure
8 larger appropriation for this projeet.
The Klamath Project is entitled to a
Iarge appropriation fromn the fact that
it isone of the largest projects in the
course of construction. There shoald
be no trouble in enlisting the aid of the
entire delegation ia securing a larger
sum %0 that more and Jarger coatracts
can be let. Indications are that some-
thing will be sccomplished with the al-
lowance for thie year, bat il the appro-
priation were double the amount much
